Chicago, May 3.—The strike situa­ 
tion in 
Chicago assumed 
a peculiar 
aspect during the day and row tho in­ 
terests which have been opposing the 
striking team sters are not as united as 
heretofore. 
The cause of this slight 
dissension is the 
Teamowriers’ asso­ 
ciation, which has contracts with tho 
railroads and many of the large firms 
through the city to transfer their m er­ 
chandise. 
Until Tuesday it was sup­ 
posed that the employers’ association 
and their allies were firmly bound to 
gether 
in the 
fight for 
supremacy 
against the teamsters. 
The Team ow ners’ association, which, 
employs 
none but union 
team sters, 
flatly refused during the afternoon to 
make deliveries 
to any of the 
firms 
now involved in the strike, when or­ 
dered to do so by the employers’ as­ 
sociation. 
W hen the 
employers re­ 
ceived this ultimatum they notified the 
teamowners that unless 
the request 
that no discrimination be made in de­ 
liveries w’as complied with, an effort 
would be made to have all existing con­ 
tracts between the 
teamowners and 
the business houses and the railroads 
cancelled. 
Monday the Employers’ Teaming as­ 
sociation sent word to tho large team ­ 
owners 
th a t they 
desired to 
know 
where they stood In the present fight. 
Many of the members of the team ing 
association have contracts for the de­ 
livery of coal with 
the team owners 
who have so far failed to m ake any 
deliveries since the commencement of 
the strike. 
The teamowners Monday 
would not give a definite reply. 
Tues­ 
day afternoon a t the 
Union League 
club a m eeting was held between rep­ 
resentatives of the 
employers’ asso­ 
ciation aud the large teamowners. 
It 
was desire of the 
na em liers of the 
employers’ 
association to bring 
as 
much pressure to bear upon the team ­ 
owners as possible and With this view 
they had Invited 
to the conference 
representatives of the railroads enter­ 
ing the city. 


W ould Not Deliver Coal. 
The team ow ners stated 
their posi­ 
tion 
exactly. 
They 
would not 
at­ 
tempt 
to deliver coal 
to any 
firm 
where a strike is now in progress, giv­ 
ing as reasons for their refusing that 
their own men would be called out 
and they 
would be involved 
in the 
trouble with which they 
considered 
they 
had no direct 
concern. 
They 
were informed that if they would not 
make deliveries their contracts with 
the 
business houses,— amounting 
to 
millions of dollars annually, would be 
cancelled. 
This did not change their 
attitude, however, and they persisted 
in their refusal 
to take part 
in the 
strike. 
The railroad men, contrary to 
the hopes of th e members of the em- 
players’ association, did not exert the 
Influence on the teamowners th at was 
expected. 
They took practically the 
same stand 
and declared 
m a t they 
could see no reason why the railroads 
should be dragged into the struggle. 
The Commission 
Teamowners and 
the Lake Transportation Team ow ners’ 
associations have also taken a similar 
stand as the Chicago Team ow ners’ as­ 
sociation. 
An exception to the general attitude 
of the Team ow ners’ association was 
made by the Central Supply associa­ 
tion, a large concern which employs 
380 teams. 
The officers of this com­ 
pany declared that they would make 
deliveries 
wherever their 
contracts 
called for them, irrespective of strike 
conditions. 
During the day the employers had 
informed Mayor Dunne and Chief of 
Police O’Neill that they intended to 
move 1,885 wagons Wednesday, owned 
by them 
and the different 
express 
companies and manned by nonunion 
men. 
This necessitated a call for the 
swearing in of 1,000 additional police­ 
men, but after the conference at the 
Union League 
club the 
employers 
modified their plans and informed the 
city hall officials that they would only 
Increase very slightly the num ber of 
wagons over that in service Tuesday. 


More Men for the Police Force. 


Although the plans have been changed 
as to the moving 
of the wagons the 
new men will be added to the police 
force and will be put on strike duty as 
rapidly as needed. 
Nine hundred of 
them will be placed on State street 
alone. 
The large retail establishments have 
announced that 
they will 
m ake de­ 
liveries. 
T here have been numerous 
complaints of the interference by the 
strikers with women shoppers and the 
authorities have determined to put an 
effectual stop to all such p ractices^ 


Judge Ck fT. KofiFsaaf of The United 
Ft at es circuit court at the request of 
Die attorneys representing the seven 
express companies during the day is­ 
sued a temporary injunction restrain­ 
ing all persons from interfering with 
the wagons of the petitioners or the 
men employed upon them. 
The fighting during the day in the 
streets was even more fierce and sav­ 
age than that of Monday. 
The strik­ 
ers and their 
sympathizers attacked 
the nonunion men at every opportunity, 
assailing 
them with bricks, 
atom s, 
clubs, knives and any and every other 
sort 
of 
an offensive 
weapon 
upon 
which they could lay their hands. The 
fighting occurred in the heart of the 
business section of the* city, men being 
shot U4\vn within 200 feet of the retail 
store of Marshall Feld & Co., clubbed 
nearly to death at the 
corner of the 
Auditorium hotel in plain view of hun­ 
dreds ol ladies, who were compelled to 
run from the mob to save their own 
lives. 
In several 
instances men 
walking 
along tho streets 
who had no active 
connection whatever with the strike 
were assaulted by hoodlums who beat 
them first and later accused them of 
being strike breakers. 
A notable in­ 
stance of this kind was that of Rev. 
IV. K. Wheeler, pastor of the Ninth 
Presbyterian church, who while pass­ 
ing the corner 
of Des Plaines 
and 
Adams 
streets 
on his 
way 
to the 
Union depot 
was attacked 
by three 
men, who knocke d him down and beat 
him unmercifully until the timely ar­ 
rival of the 
police saved 
him from 
critical injury. 
Mr. W heeler managed to hold one 
of his assailants until the police could 
arrest him. 


Only One Man Killed. 
Hut one man was killed during the 
da>. 
The 
list 
of injured 
is 
much 
greater than it is possible to obtain. 
In 
many cases, 
the nonunion 
men 
swung their clubs w*ith great effect, in 
other Instances, 
when 
assaulted by 
mobs, they fired point blank into the 
crowds and it is difficult to see how 
the members of the 
crowd could es­ 
cape broken heads or how the bullets 
fired during the day had gone wild. 
Charles Heard, struck 
on the fore­ 
head in tho fight near the Auditorium 
hotel, died of a fractured skull, at the 
Mercy hospital, 
where he 
had been 
taken. 
This was the 
only death re­ 
ported during the day. 
There were rioting 
in all parts of 
the city. 
One man was clubbed almost 
to 
death within 
a square of 
police 
headquarters, and four miles away men 
were shot down in the streets. 
At a 
hundred places between these two ex­ 
tremes 
of distance, 
there 
were as­ 
saults and fights In the streets. 
Blood 
was shed on State street in the heart 
of the 
fashionable shopping 
district 
and furious riots took place almost in 
the doorways of the leading hotels of 
Chicago. 
Nonunion men w'ere pelted 
with stones, bricks and almost every 
other conceivable 
sort 
of 
missiles. 
They were 
dragged from their 
wa­ 
gons, beaten, clubbed 
and stamped 
upon by the mobs that followed the 
wagons on which they rode, aud but 
for the splendid service rendered by 
the police force, the list of dead would 
be twenty instead 
of one. 
The non­ 
union men, although 
hopelessly out­ 
numbered 
in every 
conflict, 
fought 
desperately. 
In several instances they 
drew their revolvers and emptied them 
into the crowds that pressed around 
their wagons pelting them with stones 
and threatening their lives. 
The col 
ored drivers, especially, 
were quick 
with their weapons. 


Nonunion Men Carried Clubs. 
Large num bers of the nonunion driv­ 
ers 
carried 
heavy clubs, 
and 
they 
swung 
them 
with 
terrific 
effect 
throughout the day. 
As far as can be 
ascertained the list of 
injured num­ 
bers in the neighborhood of forty, but 
it is far short of being accurate. Many 
men who were in the mobs 
that at­ 
tacked the wagons went down before 
the clubs of the police and of the wag­ 
on guards, but they were carried away 
by their friends and there is no chance 
of learning their 
names or of 
even 
guessing their number. 
Four men were shot late in the after­ 
noon in a riot at Folk street and Cali­ 
fornia avenue. 
This trouble was the 
result 
of an attem pt of an 
express 
company to deliver goods on the far 
West Side without police protection. 
During 
a riot at night 
at Halsted 
and Erie streets, which lasted for hour, 
and in which fully 1,000 people were 
engaged, three policemen and three 
nonunion men were injured and twice 
as many rioters were clubbed. 
Although it was announced Monday 
night th at the 
teams of the 
express 
companies and the employers’ associa­ 
tion would be handled by men armed 
with rifles 
Tuesday, nothing 
of the 
kind was attempted, save in the case 
of fifteen 
drivers employed 
by the 
Scott T ransfer company. 
The strike Tuesday did not spread 
In any degree. 
No more 
men were 
called out, and from 
present appear­ 
ances there is no immediate prospect 
that any more team sters will strike. 
The outlook is for more fighting and 
there is not the slightest evidence of 
the approaching end of the strike.

The above is self-explanatory. This is 
the company that entered into contract 
with tho farmers of this county to 
furnish them with seed for tho sugar 
beets and through tho efforts of W. II. 
Cleary, of the Brainerd Grocery com ­ 
pany, the industry had received quite 
an impetus in the county and fifty or 
more farmers were going to give the 
business a trial. The sugar company 
made very liberal term s with these farm ­ 
ers, furnishing them with seed and even 
machinery to work the land and to 
harvest the crop. 
It is thought th at tho soil in this 
county is particularly well adapted to 
the sugar beet business and as th e 
farmers had all become very much in­ 
terested tho loss of the factory at St. 
Louis Park will be a severe blow. 
The Minnesota S ugar company b o ­ 
gan operations at St. Louis Park in 1899, 
building a factory th a t year with a 
capacity of 350 tons daily. Although 
disappointed in a long tight to secure
